It is 
not on the way to peace, but only to the door of peace. 
The best that can be done for it is to put it in the way of

attaining real peace and regaining material prosperity in 
the course of a generation or two if it minds its eye and 
makes wise devices and lives frugally and works hard. 
For the big world is in the hospital, and the thing imme- 
diately ahead of it is not so much recovery as convales- 
cence, and a pretty long one. It is an awfully sick world, 
and of a temper consistent with serious indisposition. It 
can’t die, and it must get well, but it is an invalid, and is 
going to be for some time to come. The mass of us are 
apt to feel that we cannot individually do much to put it to 
rights. The regulation of it in large matters must be dele- 
gated to such experts as the brethren who wrangle at this 
writing in Paris over the details of peace. What they 
may do is the best that can be done, so far as we can see. 
In a general way we must back them up, rejoicing in what-

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ever they achieve that looks good to us, and having great 
patience with them when the difficulties that beset them 
are too much for their skill. In time they will work out 
something, and we will accept it for better or worse, and 
make the best of it, and use all we can of it in our busi- 
ness. If it is not good enough to last, it will at least be 
good enough to be improved, and we can work along with 
it until improvement can be effected. 

3ut about the regulation of the highly important little 
worlds under our several hats there need be no delay, nor 
any waiting on experts.

No rule of the 
Peace League will forbid us to fortify them against ad- 
versity, nor limit what armament we may contrive to make 
them safe. There was a poet who wrote, “ My mind to me 
a kingdom is,” and another who averred from his hospital 
bed, “I am the captain of my soul.” The only kingdom 
that amounts to much nowadays is the kingdom of the 
mind, and the mastery best worth maintaining is still the 
mastery of one’s own soul. The kingship of the mind, the 
mastery of the soul, do not depend on.the agreements of 
nations. It is the other way about. The fate of nations 
depends upon individual men and what goes on under their 
hats. If there are not enough people who are self-govern- 
ing and self-governed, self-government for nations won't 
work. The greatest thing in the world is not advertise- 
ment, nor organization, nor efficiency, nor sea-power, nor 
air-power, nor any mechanism from a government to a 


gun. The greatest thing in the world is a man, and the

that town. Geneva takes the League 
seriously and is willing tc bet on it 
with real money. Geneva is right. 
There is going to be a League, and 
that very soon now. The very birth 
pangs of it attest the necessity that it 
should be born. The peace terms are 
not going to make a perfect job of 
parcelling out the world. There will 
be compromises that will need watch- 
ing, especially the one that gives Japan 
so many privileges in Shantung. Any- 
one who looks up Shantung on the map 
will find that its acreage is very con- 
siderable, and that its geographical re- 
lation to Peking is very much that of 
New Jersey to New York. But the 
newspapers say it has forty million in- 
habitants, which considerably exceeds 
the population of New Jersey, unless 
one counts mosquitos. Japan agrees, 
formally, to return Shantung to China 
presently, including Kiao-Chau, the 
German stronghold, which, it will be 
recalled, the Germans obtained from 
China along with the Shantung con- 
cessions at the cost of two mission- 
aries, which some Chinese were so in- 
discreet as to kill. 

To give the Japanese the whip-hand 
over a large chunk of China is not 
very palatable to disinterested observ- 
ers, nor yet easily reconciled to’ the 
sentiments of the fourteen points. But 
it may work better than one would 
think. If China must be Westernized, 
it may be that the Japanese are suit- 
able to help do it, and China, as a

member of the League of Nations, 
will have a different standing than 
she can have, at present, on her own 
legs. China is so helpless and so 
patient, that the world in general feels 
friendly towards her. Japan is so 
clever and has achieved so good an 
imitation of Western industrial civil- 
ization, that the part of the world she 
has imitated inclines to look on her 
with jealousy. She is supposed to have 
the political vices of Europe, which is 
an obnoxious thought both to Euro- 
peans and Americans. Let us hope 
she is not so bad as all that.

We all clamor for pure 
beauty in music, but who is to decide what beauty is? 
. . «+ But is there any reason for astonishment that so 
many musicians and singers, especially singers, regard 
themselves as special messengers of the graces, charged 
with the dissemination of some mysterious gospel which 
they shroud in a halo of meaningless words? And after 
they have read about themselves in the pyrotechnic 
phrases of James Gibbons Huneker, which they do not 
understand, they bow down before the altars of their 
own divinity and are overcome by their own exaltation.”

The cruelty in training is 
done in secret. The courts ignore 
this, because public opinion has 
not vet been sufficiently aroused. 

It is a slow business to get the 
facts before the public, but it is 
being done through the Jack London Club, which already 
has a membership of thirty thousand, and is rapidly in- 


creasing.
